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To His Excellency, J. M. STONE, Governor of the State of 
Mississippi : 


The pleasant duty of transmitting to your Excellency the 
Annual Report of the various officers connected with the State 
Lunatic Asylum again recurs, and we congratulate ourselves that 
these reports show conclusively the ability and efficiency with 
which this great public charity has been administered. Respond- 
ing to the call of the Legislature, itself provoked by the necessi- 
ties of the peoplé, we have, during the past year, cut down the 
expenses of the Institution to the lowest point compatible with 
the wants of the inmates. We invite the committees of the Leg- 
islature to a severely critical examination of cur records, accounts, 
books and vouchers, and shall be happy, at all times, to aid them 
in any such proposed examination of them. The accompanying 
reports are so full and exhaustive that we might rest content by 
forwarding them, as we do, with our unqualified approval; but a 
sense of duty impels us to add a few words of our own. 

The Asylum is now crowded, but perfectly clean and in a 
healthy condition, Every particle of furniture, bedding, ete., 
contained in it has been renewed since the year eighteen hundred 
and seventy. Common Christian charity, however, demands the 
completion of the new wing, now so far advanced, and its prepara- 
tion for the reception of patients.- As it is designed purely for 
female applieants, we feel no hesitation in pressing the matter, 
through you, upon the attention of the Legislature. One hun- 
dred applicants, some of them in the common jails of the counties, 
are now clamorous for admission aud treatment, and their appeals 
cannot pass unheeded by the representatives of a people so prone 
as ours to sympathize with the afflicted and distressed. | 

The reports of the Superintendent and Steward show how we 
have handled and husbanded the small appropriation made, at 
our request, for the protection of this new wing. That appropri- 
ation, under our management, more than sufficed to accomplish 
the work intended, and the excess has wisely been expended in 
furthering the object in view. If the sum now asked, be appro- 
priated tor the completion of the building, we assure your Excel- 
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lency, and, through you, the Legislature, it will be economically 
and judiciously expended. We claim, even now, that we have 
the best Asylum in the Seuth; and if it be extended so as to 
afford a refuge to all the insane in the State who require its agency 
for relief, we shall feel that the claims upon the charity of the 
State, in that respect, have been fully met. 

There is a splendid young orchard attached to the Institution, 
which will afford an abundance of good fruit to its inmates during 
all coming years, if a kind Providence smile upon our efforts. 
The stock of cattle and hogs has beeu improved and can fairly 
compete with any in the country. The farm is poor, but by good 
cultivation with willing amateur laborers, and the use of cheap 
fertilizers, it has been made very productive. The products of 
the farm and garden, for the past year, equal in value the sum of 
$9,084.60. 

The average cost in the United States of maintaining insane 
persons is $4.50 a week for each patient. This includes the item 
of clothing. The average cost per week in the Government 
Asylum at Washington, with its free access to government sup- 
plies, is $4.33 per each patient. We think the Asylum, under 
our charge, can be conducted on this basis. At the beginaing of 
the past year, there were on hand 324 patients; at its close, 336. 
An appropriation of $60,008 will answer for the Asylifm as i is. 
If the new wing is finished and furnished for the reception of 
patients, an additional appropriation will be required, at the rate 
of about $225 per annum for each patient. 

Your Excellency has presided over our meetings and delibera- 
tions during the past year almost constantly, and you have been 
cognizant of the motives which prompted our whole action. 
While returning therefor our grateful thanks for the uniform 
courtesy which has, marked your presidency and the kindly 
interest you have always taken in the comfort and pleasure of the 
unfortunate people committed to.our charge, we appeal to you, as 
the Governor of a great and brave commonwealth, to aid us in 
firmly and fully establishing and completing the Lunatic Asylum 
—in making it the great monument to the charity of our State; 
and thus reminding our impoverished people that we are never so 
poor as to be deaf to the calls of mercy sounded in our ears by 
the hopeless victims of insanity.

Annual Report of Superintendent.

Zo the Board of Trustees of the Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum : 


GENTLEMEN: In submitting this, my sevenf® Annual Report 
of the operations of this Institution, I desire to express the grati- 
fication I feel in being able to inform you that this has, in every 
important respect, been the most successful year under its pres- 
ent management. 

We have accommodated more patients—have had - more re- 
-coveries and fewer deaths, comparatively, than in any year of 
the seven, and all this with a relatively smaller outlay of money. 

Notwithstanding our wards have been constantly erowded be- 
.yond their legitimate capacity, we have had no accident, no ca- 
lamity, no important collision. We have been blessed with a 
perfect immunity from epidemics of every kind; nor have we 
been afflicted with many sporadic cases of disease, other than 
those which are either directly or remotely connected with the , 
-disorder which accompanied the patient to the Asylum. 

The annexed tables not only contain a condensed history of 
the Institution from the beginning, but will give you a concise 
view of its actual status at the close of this year. 

It may be merely a coincidence, but it is nevertheles a notable 
fact, that a larger proportion of patients of the educated, and 
formerly wealthy, classes has heen admitted into the Asylum 
within the last twelve months, than during any previous year of 
my connection with the Institution. The history of insanity 1n 
the South for the last twelve years does not show that the num- 
ber of cases attributable to the results of the war is as great as 
the prophetic psychologist might have anticipated. | That the 
terrible ordeal of a succession of battles, running through four 
anxious years, with its constantly growing list of killed and 
wounded—the depression attending the final defeat—terminating 
in a sudden and almost universal reverse of fortune—should have 
had a marked effect upon the minds of men and women, resulting 
in many cases of insanity, might have been reasonably expected ; 
bui the statisties of Southern Asylums do not show that these 
«auses have been productive of insanity except to an extent far, 
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more limited than the most sanguine psychologist could have 
hoped for. 

Can it be that the variety and magnitude of these aggregated: 
disasters, instead of crushing the hearts of the people, had the 
effect to arouse in them a spirit of determination to throw off and 
rise above the accumulated calamities which oppressed them, and 
thus called into exercise a stronger and more active vital energy, 
physical and mental, than they had ever known before? Under 
the stimulation of a determined will, brain and muscle can work 
wonders, but exhaustion will sooner or later follow over-exertion. 
Then, may it not be that some of those who entered the contest: 
at first with stout arms and manly hearts, full of hope and 
promise, are now proving unequal to the conflict? Excessive 
effort ends in prostration, and the victim finds his way at length 
to the Asylum, bowed with melancholia or raving with mania. 
We have had quite a number of cases during the past year whose 
history aud surroundings painfully suggest the above speculation. 
Some of them haye given up the struggle for existence entirely- 
and have died, while others have happily recovered and gone 
home with recuperated strength and burnished armor, to engage 
in the battle of life again. ° 


THE UNFINISHED WING. 


‘Occupying a position that gives me a better acquaintance with. 
the wants of the insane of the State than any one else, and be- 
coming, in that respect, their mediator and mouth-piece, I feet, 
in view of the approaching session of the Legislature, that the 
highest duty I owe is to urge, in the strongest language at my: 
command, that a sufficient appropriation be made, at once, to 
complete and furnish, ready for occupancy, the unfinished wing- 
to the female department of the Asylum. 

I have written and said so much on the subject of the enlarge- 
ment of the Asylum to a capacity equal, at least, to the pressing 
demands for admission, and have sung the song so often, that £ 
now and then find myself wondering why somebody else has not 
caught the tune. I have, time and again, demonstrated by an 
array of facts, compiled from the bést authorities, that as a meas- 
ure of economy, aside from any considerations of charity, it is ab- 
solutely cheaper to the State, in the long run, to provide more 
room for the insane than may be actually needed, than it is not to- 
have enough of room to accommodate all the cases as they occur. 
But I do not propose to discuss this point now. The argument is. 
based upon the established fact that recent cases of insanity,’ 
under proper treatment, are curable; while chronic insanity is 
incurable, and the proposition is fully illustrated in all the sta- 
tistics of all the Asylums. (See table No. — of this report. ) 

But leaving out of the question all other considerations, I ap- 
proacl the Legislature in the name of that common sentiment of 
humanity which animates us all when the object is praiseworthy. 
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There are not less than one hundred female applicants on our 
register to-day! Many of them are curable if they receive early 
treatment. Many of them are doomed to permanent insanity if 
not treated early. Then consider the incessant worry and distress 
of all the families and relatives and friends of these unfortunates 
who have not the means and appliances for properly caring for 
them at home!” Remember, too, that all these families and rela- 
tives and friends have already contributed their quota of taxes to 
the State to give shelter, food, clothing and medical attention to 
those who have been and are now being provided for at the public 
expense. ‘They are continuing to pay these taxes, and are paying 
them to-day, without a murmur; but in this, their hour of sore 
trial, they do ask the Legislature to give them a share of this 
great public charity! Justice and humanity back their claim ! 


WHAT WILL IT Cost ? 


It will be remembered that twelve months ago the walls of the 
new wing were incomplete. ‘The Legislature made an appro- - 
priation of $8,730, which sum was deemed sufficient to finish the 
walls, put on the reof and protect the work against damage by 
exposure. Under your skillful and‘\judicious management this 
has been done. The roof is on—the floors are laid—the windows 
are in—the gutters and pipes are fixed. Thus stretching the ap- 
propziation far beyond the original estimate. An estimate made by 
I. Willis, the architect, at my request, shows that it will require 
the sum of $19,000 to complete the building in all its parts. To 
furnish it and prepare it to be occupied, will require about $4,- 
000. So that an appropriation, in round numbers, of $28,000, 
promptly applied, will soon enable us to open our doors fer the 
reception of between 80 and 100 of this most unfortunate class of 
our afflicted people. 

Regarding this as the most important matter connected with the 
insane of the State, I shall not obscure it with a recital of minor 
wants. If you, gentlemen, will induce the Legislature to complete 
and furnish the new wing, you will accomplish a great good. 


CHRONIC, HARMLESS AND INCURABLE PATIENTS. 


I respectfully call your attention to an Act, approved March 
Ath, 1875, and suggest that one of the sections might be made 
more effective by an amendment. One object of that Act was to 
enable the Board of Trustees and Superintendent of the Asylum 
to send to their homes, or to their counties, a number of chronic 
imbeciles—the accumulation of years—and thus make room for 
acute and violent cases. 

I quote the section of the Act referred to: 

SEC. 9. Be it further enacted, That in furtherance of the 
object-of this Act, it shall be the duty of said Superintendent 
and Board of Trustees to give one month's noticé to the parents, 
guardians, relativés and friends of such of the present inmates of 
said Asylum, and such as may be hereafter admitted as are 
chronic, harmless and incurable, and are known to have any such 
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parents, guardians, relatives or friends, and if no such parents, - 
guardians, relatives or frieuds are known, or, if being notified, as . 
aforesaid, they shall neglect or fail to take such patient away 
within a reasonable time, said Superintendent and Trustees shall 
notify the President of the Board of Supervisors of the county 
from which said patient was brought to said Asylum, and the 
President aforesaid shall issue his order to the sheriff of his 
county, directing him to return said patient to such county, and 
the relatives aforesaid, if any within the degrees provided by law 
in such cases, shall be charged with the care, custody and main- 
tenance of said patient, if able, and responsible therefor; but 
otherwise, such patient shall be provided for by the county, as a 
pauper, and the expenses of returning such patients to the county 
shall be paid by the relatives aforesaid, if responsible as afore- 
said, and otherwise out of the county ‘‘ poor fund." 

You are aware that we have had some difficulty in having the 
terms of that section complied with. In most instances the 
*&parents, friends or guardians" have come forward very promptly 
when requested to do so, but even with some of them I have had 
to engage in the luxury of å six months’ correspondence. In the 
absence of ‘‘parents, guardians, friends," ete, I have found the 
Presidents of Boards of Supervisors and Sheriffs, as a general 
rule, punctual and prompt in responding to official notifications. 
But in two notable instances the county officials have failed to 
comply with the law. I have long since found that there is no 
virtue in polite letters to them. I suggest that the Legislature 
authorize us to try something else. "Perhaps an appropriate fine 
for neglect or refusal to comply with the law will have an awaken- 
ing effect! [tis a good law, and ought to be enforced. 


CONDITION OF THE BUILDING AND GROUNDS. 

I think we have not made as many improvements and repairs 
this year as usual, although, as you gentlemen are aware, we 
have not been idle nor negligent in this regard. To keep up such 
a building as this requires constant care and attention. In addi- 
tion to the wear and tear of time, the population of our house- 
hold is not of that class who make the most eareful and tidy 
house-keepers. Broken windows, scarred plastering and a 
thousand other injuries and defacements have to be looked after. 
This we have endeavored to do. A commodious wood-shed is the 
only addition that we have been able to make. In general terms, 
I may say that we are doing tolerably well. It is true that our 
Asylum lacks a great many things to raise it to that high stand- 
ard of excellence to which [ would try to bring it, if the means 
were at hand ; but under all the circumstances which surround 
the tax-payers of the State, there should be a measure of conso- 
lation in the fact that our insane poor are well sheltered, com- 
fortably clothed, abundantly supplied with good substantial food, 
and well nursed. Perhaps we are doing as well for them as we 
are able to do. l l 
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OUR EXPENDITURES. . 
+ 

In many respects our current -expenses have been considerably 
reduced this year. While we have not stinted our patients in . 
any material respect, we liave to a certain extent been compelled 
to ** cut the garment to suit the cloth.” At the beginning of the 
year we calculated to have an average of 325 patients. By a pro- 
cess of crowding we have brought this average up to 340, and for 
awhile we had 350. This of itself required a trimming down of 
expenses. " i 

To meet this demand, a reduction of salaries and wages upon an 
average of about 20 per cent. was made. In some instances this 
seemed to be a hardship, but we have all lived, and are to-day in 
a healthy state of preservation—lower wages notwithstanding. 

In the purchase of coal (a large item with us) we have been 
fortunate in being able to buy at much lower rates than ever 
before, as shown by the Steward's report. 

In addition to this, we had ready cash all the year and have 
been able to seek the cheapest market. As our bills will show, 
whenever it was practicable to do so, we have bought in wholesale 
quantities and at wholesale prices. I have long desired this finan- 
cial arrangement. As long ago as 1870, in my first Annual 
Report, I used this language : 

“It has been the custom with the Legislature heretofore, in 
making its appropriations for the support of the Asylum, to divide 
it into quarterly instalments, to be drawn from the Auditor, upon 
the approval of the Governor. Now, inasmuch as the bulk of 
purchases is made twice, and orly a twice, a year, that is, in the 
spring and autumn, and as our resources are at both times lim- 
ited to the quarterly instalment, we are compelled to make these 
purchases in a market where we can get credit, so that we may 
run into a future quarter. For instance, in the months of 
August and September, we are compelled to purchase and lay up 
our fuel for winter. Before the expiration of the same quarter, 
we are compelled to buy our winter supply of blankets, clothing, 
shoes, ete., and at the same time keep up the current expenses for 
food, wages, ete. To do all this requires more money than is al- 
lowed for one quarter. This, it will be seen at a glance, places us at 
a disadvantage in the markets of the world. In many of the staple 
articles we might well enter the wholesale market. The present 
arrangement, though, simply compels us to buy at retail and at 
credit prices, and shuts us out from a choice of markets. I would 
suggest, therefore, that the appropriation for the support of the 
Institution, however well guarded it may be, should, at all times, 
be open. to the Board of 'Trustees upon the approval of the Gov- 
ernor." 

This change was soon made, but it is not always easy to get-out 
of an old groove--even a business groove. But we are happily 
out of it at last, and I sincerely trus: that the Legislature will 
enable us to remain on the high ground that we have reached 
after so laborious a struggle. 

This brings me to a consideration of the 
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ESTIMATE FOR 1877. 


On this subject, you, gentlemen, who are so well acquainted 
with the actual necessities of the Asylum, and who have inspected 
the bills of the Steward so closely, are as well prepared to make 
suggestions to the Legislature as I am. You will bear in mind, 
as the Steward’s report will show, that we have received from 
paying patients a considerably larger sum this year than usual. 
This source of revenue has helped us this year. We may 
not have that resource next year. Nearly everything we 
have had to buy this year has been cheap. "Those articles 
may be higher next year. These contingencies must not be 
overlooked. Again, if the Legislature should see the necessity of 
completing the new wing, as I feel it, and as I earnestly hope it 
will do, the support of the inmates of that wing will have to be 
provided for from the day of its opening. The amount will of 
course depend upon the date. You,may be able to make an ap- 
proximative estimate before the adjournment of the Legislature. 
At all events, the appropriation for that purpose may be made 
contingent and placed under the control of the Board of Trustees 
and the Governor. 


STEWARD’S KEPORT. 


The Steward’s financial report has been made to you monthly, 
but appended to this you will find his consolidated report for the 
whole year. He has algo prepared a report of the products of the 
farm and garden which may not be uninteresting to you. I need 
scarcely say that much of the work done on the farm and in the 
garden has been cheerfully and willingly done by inmates of the 
Institution. 

THE MATRON’S REPORT 


Will show what has been done in her department, as well as by 
the Seamstress. 

If in the tables or in my remaks I have omitted to give full 
and accurate information on the subject discussed, or if I have 
failed to touch upon any matter upon which any member of the 
Legislature may desire information, I shall be glad to have an 
opportunity to supply the deficiency when my attention is called 
toit, With this view I respectfully invite the Legislature, and 
especially the. appropriate committees, to a thorough inspeotion of 
our Institution, books, papers, etc. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In reviewing the transactions of the past year, while at every 
step we have been aware of shortcomings, and conscious of am 


inability to accomplish all we desired, yet, upon the whole, we are - 


somewhat comforted with the reflection that. we have done our 
best. We have not found it necessary to make any changes im 
the management of the Asylum. The same officers are with me 
yet. To the efficiency and faithfulness with which I have been 
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sustained and assisted by them and their subordinates is due what - 
ever of success has attended our efforts. Experienced in their 
duties, with their hearts and heads in their work, they are en- 
titled to the thanks cf all the friends of the insane. . 

We repeat our stereotyped expression of thanks to those editors 
and publishers who have gratuitously sent their papers to us. 
We regret that we can only exchange our annual for their 
weeklies. , \ 


CONCLUSION. 


Heretofore, in my annual reports, I have indulged in a fond- 
ness for discussing and speculating upon some subject connected 
with my duties, but I have thought that it would be more accept- 
able to the members of the Legislature and to the friends of 
patients if I should give them an insight into the internal work- 
ings of the Asylum by 'Jifting the veil,” as it were. I bave, 
therefore, revised our rules (subject to your approval) and here 
with hand you a copy, and suggest that they be printed as an ap- 
pendix to this report. : 

And now, gentlemen of the Board of Trustees, I bring my 
report to a close. I do not know how, and I shall not make the 
attempt, to thank you for the many acts of kindness which you 
have extended to me and to the Asylum. — All our intercourse, 
official and personal, justifies you in taking some things for 
granted. Actuated by a common desire to bring this noble 
charity to its greatest usefulness, our counsels have been without 
discord. As joint guardians of this High Trust, let us invoke the 
blessings of God upon our future labors.

RESIDENT OFFICERS OF THE ASYLUM. 


The officers of the Asylum shall consist of the Superintendent, 
of one Assistant Physician, of a Steward’ and Matron, ali of 
whom shall reside on the premises, and devote their whole time 
to the interest of the Institution. i 


DUTIES OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


I. The Superintendent shall be the chief exėcutive officer of 
the Asylum. He shall have the general superintendence of the 
buildings and grounds, the charge of the patients, the expendi- 
tures of the Institution, and the direction and control of all 
persons therein, subject to the regulation of the Board of Trustees. 

IL He shall prepare a code of rules and regulations for the 
government of those employed in the care of the patients, or on 
the premises, which shall be printed, and a copy furnished tu 
‘each person thus employed. 

III. He shall visit all the patients daily, or learn their condi- 
tion. He shall have the entire direction of their medicai, moral, 
and dietic treatment; and his instructions respecting them are to 
be implicitly obeyed by all persons about the establishment. 

IV. He shall obtain, as far as practicable, a complete history 
‘of every patient admitted into the Asylum, and shall keep, or 
cause to be kept, for the use of the Institution, a register of the 
same, and as full a.record of the subsequent treatment and 
results as he may deem likely to promote the interests of science 
And benefit the insane. 

V. He shall receive and answer, or cause to be answered, all 
communications respecting the Asylum; and shall file all letters 
thus received, and keep, in a book previded for the purpose, 
copies of all letters written in answer thereto. 


* 
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VI. Subject to the general instructions of the Board of Trus- 
tees, he shall determine what attendants and other assistants are 
necessary to be employed, and their respective places and duties, 
and shall arrange with them their rate of monthly wages, and 
shall report the same to the Board oí Trustees, who may approve 
and confirm, or change or reject ihe same. 

VII. At each visit of the Trustees, he shall exhibit the records 
of the Asylum, and at the quarterly meetings, shall give a state- 
ment of its condition ; at each:monthly meeting he shall exhibit 
all the records of the Institution, the names of persons received 
or removed, with such suggestions and remarks as he may deem 
useful ; and at the annual meeting of the Board, on the first 
Monday of January, he shall give a tabular view of the Institu- 
tion for the year, deduced from the records of the same. 


DUTIES OF THE ASSISTANT PHYSICIAN. 


I. The Assistant Physici ian shall have charge of the Apoth- 
ecary Shop, which he shall see is always kept in order, and shall 
-prepare and superintend the administration of the medicine. 

II. He shall attend the Physician in his regular morning 
visits, and shall also visit all the patients each evening, shall 
carefully note their condition, and visit such as are under treat- 
ment as much oftener as may be necessary. i 

III. He shall see that all the directions of the Physician are 
faithfully executed, and shall promptly report all cases of neglect 
or abuse on the part of the attendants. 

IV. He shall carefully study the character and peculiarities of 


à E 


the patients, make himself intimately acquainted with their dis- - 


order, exert over them all the moral influence in his power, and 
direct their exercises and amusements. 

V. He shall, at the request of the Superintendent, keep a 
record of the cases, and perform all other services in the medical 
department as may be required. 

. . VI. He shall receive company, and conduct them through the 
Asylum. 

Vir. He shall exercise the duties of the Superintendent, 

whenever the latter may be absent. 


DUTIES OF THE STEWARD. 


I. The Steward shall execute a bond, with sufficient sureties, 
to be approved by the President of the Board ot Trustees, in the 
penalty of five thousand dollars, conditional, that he will faith- 
fully discharge the duties of his office, and pay over and account 
for all moneys and property belonging to the Asylum which shall 
come into his hands; which bond shall be executed to the Trus- 
tees, and filed among the papers of the Asylum. 

II. Under the direction of the A the Steward 
shall purchase furniture, fuel, stores, and other necessary articles, 
and shall be resporisible for the economical use and expenditure 
of the same. It shall be his duty to furnish the Board of Trus- 
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tees, quarterly, an estimate of such articles as may be necessary _ 
to supply the Asylum for three months. He shall not be con- 
fined to the city of Jackson in making his purchases, but may 
order his supplies from any other place, if he finds it economy to 
do so, and in wholesale quantities when practicable. He shall 
present his bills of purchases at each monthly meeting of the 
Board of Trustees, when, if approved, they shall be handed to 
the Treasurer for payment. 

III. He shall keep clear, methodical, and exact accounts of all 
receipts and expenses, and of all charges on account of any pay 
patients, and submit the same, with the vouchers thereof, to the 
Board, on the first Saturday in each month, and as much oftener 
as shall be required. . 

IV..He shall, from time to time, as may be directed by the 
Superintendent or Trustees, furnish to the Treasurer all accounts 
due to the Asylum, to be collected by the Treasurer. 

V. In the name and behalf of the Superintendent, and bv his 
direction, in eaeh ease, and not otherwise, he shall hire attend- 
ants, and agree with them for their wages,-and, by like direction, 
shall dismiss them when unfaithful, negligent, or incompetent ; 
and shall settle their accounts, and perform such other duties in 
relation to the internal management and government of the 
Asylum as shall be required of him by the Superintendent. He 
shall constantly observe the conduct of attendants and servants, 
and see that in all respects they do their duty, and forthwith 
report to the Superintendent any instance of misconduct or negli- 
gence of any attendant. 

VI. It shall be his duty to devote his whole time to the Insti- 
tution, to preserve order in the house, and faithfulness among 
assistants, to see that all the regulations here adopted shall be 
fully put in practice. 


DUTIES OF THE MATRON. 


I. It shall be the duty of the Matron to look carefully to the 
female patients, to be with them as mueh as possible, to direct 
the nurses in their duty, to see that the inmates are kindly 
treated, that their food is properly served and distributed, that 
their apartments are kept clean and in order, properly warmed 
and ventilated, and that the female attendants in all respects do 
their duty. 

IL. It shall be the duty of the Matron, also to superintend the 
kitchen, the cooking, the washing and ironing, and take care of 
the clothes and bedding, and see that they are always glean and 
in order. i ` 

III. It is required of the Matron that she will devote her 
whole time to the Institution, and spare no effort to promote the 
comfort and recovery of the inmates. 

IV. She shall look into every department frequently, and see 
to the good order of the whole house. She shall direct the labor 
and amusement of the female patients, . under the direction of 
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the Superintendent, and spend as.much time with them as her 
other duties may allow. 


DUTIES OF SENIOR ATTENDANTS. 


I. The Senior Attendants of the respective wings are bound to 
see that the rules contained in this code are faithfully carried 
out in every particular; that the attendants perform their duties. 
properly, and that all the patients are made as comfortable at all 
times as circumstances will permit. 

IL. They will very frequently pass through the different wards, 
especially those containing excited patients, and occasionally 
through the pleasure grounds, and will aid and encourage the 
attendants in their efforts to interest, amuse, and employ the 
patients in every way in their power. 

IIL They will especially attend to the prevention of distur- 
bances among patients, to the preservation of order and quiet in 
the house, and in all things assist in carrying out the general | 
views and directions of the Physician in reference to the treatment 
of the patients. 

IV. They will promptly report all irregularities or improper 
conduct or unfaithfulness in the performance of duties that come 
under their notice, will give advicé to the attendants, and point 
out any neglect that they may discover in any of the wards. 


DUTIES OF JUNIOR ATTENDANTS. 


I. Intercourse with Patients.—In all their intercourse with the 
patients, the attendants are to treat them with respect and 
civility, are to address them in a mild and gentle tene of voice, 
and avoid violence and rudeness of every kind. All civil ques- 
tions are to be properly answered. All reasonable requests are 
to be promptly attended to. They are to keep cool under every 
provocation; are never to threaten, scold, or dictate authori- 
tatively ; but, whenever they desire anything done by a patient, 
. are to make a request in a respectful manner. 

Force, unfortunately, has sometimes to be used in every insti- 
tution for the insane; but tact and kindnesss render its employ- 
ment comparatively rare, and whenever it must be resorted to, ` 
. the manner of using it may be made to take away nearly all of 
its offensiveness. A pleasant smile, a cheerful, kind, and respect- 
ful manner, and sympathizing words, will go far to convincé even 
the most excited patient that what is done is from good motives, 
and that he has little to fear from those around him. M 

The opposition of patients, and much of their violence, very 
often arises from delusions that lead them to suppose that they 
are to be injured in some way, and every attempt either to put 
them in a room, to give food, baths, or medicine, or to do any- 
thing about their persons, if made with angry looks, cross words, 
or violence, only tends to confirm their false ideas and make their 
resistance the more obstinate aud determined. 

The truth of these views is unquestionable, and is confirmed 
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daily by convalescent patients, who are able to describe their 
motives and feelings when highly excited. 

Under no circumstances will an attendant be excused for 
striking a blow, or laying violent hands upon a- patient, unless in 
the clearest case of self-defense, or to prevent his committing a 
serious injury to. himself or others. 

Attendants are never to manifest fear of any patient, but while 
treating them with firmness and decision, at the same time it 
must be with mildness and kindness. — , 

They must take every proper opportunity to inspire the 
patients with respect for, and confidence in, the offieers, and to 
convince them of the true character of the Institution, and of its 
leading objeet—the promotion of the restoration and comfort of 
its patients. 

They are promptly to interfere when patients are disposed 
to quarrel, and by kind words, and engaging their attention 
with other objects, prevent difficulty. A kind word, fitly 
spoken, will prevent many ascene of excitement, just as a "harsh 
remark, an angry look and unkind allusion, or a rude aet, on 
the part of an attendant, may be the origin of difficulties that 
will last for hours. 

They are carefully to avoid talking to patients on the sub- 
ject of their delusions, or to others in the hearing of the 
patients, and, as much. as lies in their power, they should 
endeavor to prevent others from doing so. 

‘They must never allow patients to be laughed at, ridiculed, 
or harshly spoken to on account of their “delusions, or the 
peculiarities of their behavior. No greater proof of a want 
of correct feeling could be given, than indulging in levity in 
reference to the afflictions of our fellow-beings. 

Deception is always to be avoided, and particular care is to. 
taken that promises are not made that cannot be fulfilled. 

They are not to furnish writing material or books to'the 
patients, or make purchases for them, without consulting the 
Physician. All letters, parcels or packages, to or from patients, 
are to pass through the hands of the Physician. When 
patients have tobacco, or forbidden articles of any kind, it is 
the duty of the attendant promptly to report it. l 
: All damage done by patients is to be entered in a book pro- 
vided for the purpose, and through the senior attendant, deliv- 
ered to the Steward at the end of every week, 


SUPERVISION OF PATIENTS AND WARDS. 


IL. Each attendant is responsible for every patient under 
his or her care, and is expected to be able, at any moment, 
fo say where each individual can be found. 

If any one is discovered to be missing, report is to be imme- 
diately made to the senior attendant and one of the officers, 
and the proper search instantly instituted. 

An attendant allowing a patient to go out of a ward, is con- 
Sidered responsible for his or her safe return. 
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One attendant must always be present with the patients in each 
ward, unless expréss directions are given to the contrary. 
When it is necessary to leave, except for a very temporary 
purpose, it must be known that a substitute fills the place. — . 

When patients remain much in their own rooms, the attend- 
ants are to find reasons for frequently calling to see how they 
are engaged, or if they require any particular attention. 


MORNING DUTIES. 


Iii. The attendants will rise punctually at the ringing of 
the bell, and take charge of their wards before the night watch 
goes off duty. They will then open the chamber doors, give 
the patients a kind greeting, at least wish them * good morn- 
ing," and see that they are properly dressed, well washed, and 
have their clothes and hair neatly brushed. 

Immediately after opening the doors, the attendants will 
remove the chamber utensils, never without being covered, 
from the rooms, and have the bedding laid on chairs for air- 
ing. They will then commence putting the rooms and corri- 
dors in order, and after the beds and bedding have been suff- 
ciently aired, have them properly made up tor the day. 

Every part of the wings is to be prepared for inspection at 


the Physician S visit, which will be commenced not later than 
eight o'clock every morning. z 


CLEANLINESS AND VENTILATION OF THE WARDS. 


Every part of the wards is to be kept scrupulously neat, 
clean and well ventilated at all times. 

Whenever an unpleasant effluvium is discovered, the cause 
of it is to be searched for and promptly removed, day or night. 

When any part of a parlor, chamber or hall is accidentally 
soiled, it is to be cleaned at once. 

Whenever a bed or the furniture of a room has been disar- 
_ ranged, it is to be promptly put in order. 


The halls and parlors must be swept as often in each day as is - 


necessary to keep them perfectly clean. 

If an attendat from one ward, in passing through another, 
spills oil, medicine, ete., he is bound at once to clean the place. 

Unless directions are given to the contrary, the chambers and 
corridors are to be scrubbed at least once a week, and:as much 
oftener as may be required. 

The spittoons are to bekept clean, and frequently emptied. 
The water-closets, urinals, etc., are to be carefully watched, 
and prevented from impairing the purity of the air in the 
wards. 

Nothing is clean enough Af tt can be made cleaner. 

All beds that aresoiled' are to be removed from the wards immedi- 
ately after the patients rise in the morning, and after breakfast 
clean ones are to besubstituted. If only wet, the wet straw or hair 


is to be removed, and boiling water is to be poured through the - 
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ssiled part, after which it is to be thoroughly dried before being 
returned to the chamber. 

A clean sheet and pillow-case are to be put on each bed at 
least once a week, and when the spreads become soiled they are 
to be sent to the wash-house. 

When patients wish to lie down during the day, they are to 
go to their own rooms for the purpose—and the attendants will 
see that the bedding is not soiled, and that it is put in order as 
soon asthey getup. The health of many patients requires this 
indulgence every day. 

V. Meals and Giving Food.—The attendants will see that the 
patients are always up and ready for breakfast at the prescribed 
hour. They will carefully observe that they pass to and from 
the table in good order, returning directly to the wards when they 
leave the dining-room. 

When patients take their meals with the officers in the centre 
building, they are to be accompanied thereto, unless they have 
the full privilege of the grounds. 

Those patients who take their meals in their own rooms, or ata 
table in the ward, are to be promptly served, and especial care is 
to be taken that their food is brought to them warm, and in good 
order, and, whenever necessary, an attendant is to remain with 
them while they are eating. 

Care is to be taken that no knife, or| other article that could be 
used as a weapon, is left in the ward or taken from the tables. 
When any such instrument is missed, prompt measures must be 
taken for its recovery. 

The attendants will not leave their wards for the patients’ 
meals, nor for their own, till the ringing of the bell to call them 
for these purposes. They will retur promptly to their wards 
after finishing their own meals. | 

The Steward and Matron will visit, as often as possible, all the 
dining-rooms, during the hours for wlan and also have super- 
wision of the mode in which patients have their meals served to 
them in the wards, or in their rooms, All deficiencies or wants 
are to be promptly reported -to these officers, and their instruc- 
tions on these points are to be strictly attended to. 

Patients are never to be forced to take food but in the presence 
of one of the Physicians, the Steward or Matron, or Senior At- 
tendant—and never but by the express direction of one of the 
Physicians. 

VI. Administration of Medicine—The trays containing the 
medicine cups will be called for at the office by the Senior At- 
tendant, or such person as may be indicated by the Physician, 
half an hour before breakfast and dinner, and at seven o'clock P. 
M. The attendants will receive their trays as they are carried 
through their respective wards, administer the medicine, see that 
it is all-properly taken, wash the cups and have the trays ready to | 
be sent back by the individual who calls for them when returning 
to the office. If there has been any difficulty in taking the 
medicine, the attendants will-report the fact to the person tar- 
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rying the trays, who will make a verbal report to the Assistant 
Physician, or a register of it on a book which he will leave at the 
office on his return. 

The utmost gentleness is to be used in giving medicine, and 
every proper means employed to induce the patient to take it 
willingly. When it is positively refused, and the Physician 
believes its administration important, either the Assistant Physi- 
~ cian, Steward, Matron, or Senior Attendant, must be present 

before any force can be used. 

When the attendants suppose that any mistake has occured in 
the medicine sent, or when a patient complains of being sick, or 
having any unusual symptoms, the medicine should be retained 
in the cup till one of the Physicians can be seen on tue subject. 

Any striking or unexpected effect in the operation of medi- 
eine is to be promptly reported. 

When a patient complains of being sick or is supposed to be 
so, the fact should be reported without delay, to one of the 
Physicians. ] 

The person carrying the medicine trom the office cannot 
select a substitute, on any occasion, without the consent of one 
of the Physicians. aie 

VII. Bathing.—Unless a special exemption is made by the 
Physician, every patient will take a warm bath once a week. 
The temperature is to be suchas is most grateful to the patient. 
Unless otherwise specially directed, Aot baths administered 
for medical purposes, will be given at a temperature of ninety- 
eight degrees, as shown by the thermometer, and this tempera- 
ture is to be kept up by the addition of hot water as may be 
required. While in these baths the patients are to have a 
towel, frequently wrung out of cold water, kept constantly on 
the head. Where it can conveniently be arranged, immedi- 
ately before retiring to bed is the best hour “or giving this kind 
of bath. When not otherwise directed and the patients exhibit 
no weakness, they should remain in the bath thirty minutes. 
Af the patient appears weak, or complains of any unusual 
symptoms, he should be taken out of the bath, and promptly 
placed in bed. When these baths are ready for use, the Senior 
Attendant should be informed, that they may be present. 

- Mustard foot baths should be used at as high a temperature as 
the patient can comfortably bear, and the addition of hot water 
will occasionally be required to keep upthe temperature. From 

. one to two tablespoonsfull of mustard should be put into 

each bucket of water. The feet should be kept in the water 
not less than twenty-five minutes. These baths should be 
taken immediately before going to bed. 

VIII. Shaving.—The shaving of patients is to be done by 
the attendants in each ward at stated intervals, and the patients 
who desire to shave more frequently are to be gratified in this 
particular. Great care is to be taken that no injury is done 
with the razors, all of which are to be kept by the attendants. 
When the Physician has allowed a patient to shave himself, 
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an attendant must ‘always be. present, and no other patient in 
the room at the time. 

IX. Walking out with patients.—It is desirable that every 
patient not too feeble, or too sick, should walk out about the 
grounds at least once i each morning and once in each after- 
noon. 

Immediately after the Physician’s morning visit, in suitable 
weather, one attendant in each ward should prepare to go out 
with as many patients as it is proper to take at once; the 
other attendants remaining to do the work of the wards. Upon 
the return of the first company, a second should go out, and 
so on until all in the ward have, had the proper amount of 
exercise. In the afternoon the same plan should he adopted 
and continued until near tea. time. 

When walking out with patients, the attendants will, as far 
as possible, consult their wishes in regard to the direction of 
their walk, etc.; will be vigilant to keep ‘them together and pre- 
vent their strolling; and take care that no more are taken in 
one company than can be properly attended to. 

When patients’ habits are careless, the atteadants will see 
that they do not lie on the ground, or IMPrOpery expose them- 
selves to the sun, etc. 

Attendants, when out with patients, will avoid entering into 
conversation with each other, reading, ete. by which "their 
supervision may be prevented. 

No patient ean remain out after tea in summer, nor after 
sunsetin winter, without special permission from the Physi- 
cian. 

All patients going out fo walk beyond the yards must be 
accompanied by the attendant, unless the Physician has given 
them the privilege of the grounds. Those having this privi- 
lege are expected always to be punctual at meals, and in ' 
returning to the wards are to avoid entering the centre build- 
ing, or basement story, or remain standing ‘about the gateway 
or on the pathway leading from it to the centre. 

If any patient, having the privilege of the grounds or 
absent by special permission, does not return at the appointed 
hour, the attendant in charge will report the fact to any of 
the officers, and ascertain the reason therefor. 

Patients are not to be taken upon the dome without special 
permission. 

When outside, with patients, attendants will be especially 
careful to avoid crowds, railroads, and all other dangerous 
places. They will strictly avoid paying any visits when they 
have patients with them, or entering any house, for any pur- 
pose: 

The Physician, alone, gives the privilege of the grounds, or 
permission to patients to pay visits, at home or elsewhere, 

X.— Patients at work, and out-deor Attendants.—Such 
patients as are deemed suitable, will be allowed by the Physi- 
cian to gc out to work, under, the care of the out-door attenc- 
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ant, gardner, or farmer; but no one is to be taken out of the 
wards for this purpose, unless some general permission of this. 
kind has been previously given by this officer. The attendants 
will take special care that the patients do not engage in im- 
proper kinds of labor, and that they do not over-work them- 
selves. 

These patients must always be kept under observation, and 
when a strong disposition to escape is manifested, they must 
be constantly near the attendant. 

No patient should be taken ont of a ward to work, or for 
other purposes, by an officer or any other person, without men- 
tioning the fact to one of the attendants. 

All attendants are expected to go out and work with patients, 
whenever it is deemed desirable for them to do sc; and when 
thus engaged, they wil! carefully avoid every appearance of 
superintending the patients, instead of working with them, but. 
should induce them to labor by persuasion and example, and 
not by giving orders to them. | 

XL-——JHetiring at .Night.—Patients are not to retire before 
eight o'clock, P. M., without permission, unless in cases of sick- 
ness or fatigue. After the bell rings, at half past eight, P. W., 
patients may retire, in every part of the house. Those in the 
first and second wards may remain up afterward, according to 
their wishes, so that they retire in time to allow the attendants 
to close their doors at half-past nine. 

Attendants, us wellas patients, are expected to be in their 
rooms at a quarter before ten o'clock, and after ten o'clock no 
light ean be kept burning in any room, unless in ease of sick- 
ness. 

After patients have commenced retiring, all persons are to 
be careful to avoid making a noise of any kind that might dis- 
turb those who are in bed. 

Where patients lodge in a different ward from that in whieh 
they pass the day, it is the duty of the attendant having them 
- in charge during the day, to take them to their rooms and see 
them comfortably in bed, unless otherwise directed; and it will 
also be the duty of the attendant of tbe ward in which they 
sleep, to see them up and dressed in the morning, and returned, 
in reasonable time, to the ward from which they camé the pre- 
vious evening. . 

Before closing the door, the attendant should wish the patient- 
a good-night, and be certain that he isin the room. The door 
is then to be locked and tried, to ascertain that the bolt has 
properly slipped. 

No patient's door is ever to be left unlocked at night, with- 


out special permission from the Physician being given to the 


attendants of the ward, and to the night-watch. 

XII.— Seclusion of Patients in their Rooms.—Whenever a 
patient becomes so noisy or violent that the attendant, after 
trying ali proper means, believes it necessary to place him in 
a private room, hé should provide such assistance as will con- 
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vince tne patient that resistance will be useless. It must then 
be doue in the most mild and gentle manner possible. When 
the patientis in the room, the attendants should sit down 
quietly by him, and calmly tell him why he has been placed 
ther2, and that he will be released as soon as he is able to con- 
trol himself. No matter how unreasonable the patient is, this 
should always be done. Under no circumstances can it be 
justifiable to force a patient into a room and suddenly close 
the door, without a word of explanation. 

A room having a close or wire shutter, and if possible, a 
wicket door, is always to be selected for the seclusion of an 
excited patient. As soon as the patient is in the room, the 
fact is to be stated to one of the Physicians, or a memorandum 
of it is to be left on the office slate. 

Where it is necessary that patients should be secluded in 
their own rooms, the attendants should be careful to see them 
frequently, to ascertain that they have everything proper that 
ean minister to their eomfort, and to know in what manner 
they are occupied. 

When a patient is very violent, one person on each side 
taking an arm, and a third at his back, can almost always con- 
vey an ordinary individnal to his room, or remove him from 
ward to ward, with but little difficulty or injury to any one. 

XII.—Restraining <Apparatus.—The use of restraining 
apparatus is productive of so many and such serious evils, and 
is now so nearly abolished in all well-conducted institutions 
for the insane, that it will not be permitted to be applied here . 
in any case, except by the express direction of the Physician 
of the Institution, or, in case of his absence from the premi- 
ses, by that of the Assistant Physician. 

Seclusion to a private room, and the personal care of the 
. attendants, must be relied on till the Physician can be found, 
and his directions in reference to future proceedings given. 
It is, in most cases, much better for one or two attendants to 
sit by a patient for several hours than to put on any restrain- 
ing apparatus, although the latter may, in very rare cases, 
ultimately be necessary, and even beneficial. 

Whenever patients are secured in the crib-bedstead, or when 
their hands are confined in any way, the attendants must never 
forget that, thus situated, they require constant attention, as 
they are unable to assist themselves, and may thus easily 
acquire habits which will afterwards give great trouble and ' 
annoyance. j 

XIV.— JZscape.—'The escape of patients is always exceed- 
ingly annoying, and, although such events will oceasionally 
occur, it must never be allowed to be from neglect. ` 

Patients are more apt to escape when passing from one part 
of the building to another, or when allowed to pass out for 
some particular purpose, or if near a crowd, or in the streets 
. of a city, or about twilight. At such times, and in such places, 

therefore, they must be particularly watched. 
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An attendant's eye should always be kept on a patient known 
to be disposed to escape. 

When it is clearly made out that a patient has escaped from 
the carelessness or neglect of an attendant, thé expense-of 
recovering the patient will be charged to the attendant, at the 
discretion of the Physician. 

When a patient is found to be missing, a search should at 
once be instituted where the individual was last seen, and if © 
any traces are dis2overed, pursuit should be instantly made. 
But if no traces are discovered, they should be promptly com- 
municated to one of the Physicians, or other officers, or senior 
attendant, or any other attendant that may be met with. The 
officers will then give directions what course is to be adopted 
to recover the patient. The attendant following the patient 
should, if possible, leave word in what direction he proposes 
going, and should know that some one takes special care of the 
patients he leaves. When a patient is brought back, no offen- 
sive allusion is to be made to the escape, but he is to be treated, 
in all respects, as if nothing of the kind had occurred, except 
tha: he is to be watched more carefully in future. 

XV.—Suicidal Cases.—When patients have a disposition to 
commit injury on their own persons, all experience goes to 
show that there is no certain security but by constant watch- 
ing. Care should be taken to place out of reach all the means 
that would likely be resorted to, and the patient must be kept 
constantly in sight, treated with great kindness and sympathy, 
and his attention drawn, as much as possible, from the subjeet. 
It must never be forgotten that in a bad case, a single minute 
of neglect may be as serious in its effects as a whole hour. 

Before placing such a patient in his room, it must be care- 
fully inspeeted; and when the clothing is taken off, it should 
be examined, or removed entirely from the chamber. 

Especial care is to be taken of such patients, about twilight, 
or while others are going to or passing from meals, or to or 
from walks, and at all times. when the general attention is 
likely to be distracted, as these are the hours when attempts 
are most likely to be made. 

In case an attendant should ever discover that such an acci- 
dent has occurred, he must maintain his coolness, give prompt 
relief, if any can be rendered, then lock the door, and quietly 
inform one of the Physicians or other officers, the senior at- 
tendant, or another atténdant—but give no alarm that would 
excite other patients, or do anything that would lead. them to 
diseover what has occurred. i 

XVI.—Dangerous Weapons.—Especial care must be taken, 
at all times, that patients do not become possessed of knives, 
razors, or dangerous weapons of any kind. Frequent search 
for such articles must be made in the wards, and when the ex- 
istence of any is suspected, every possible means must be used 
to discover them. 

Anything seen lying about the wards, yards, or grounds, that 
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might prove dangerous in the hands of a violent patient, should : 
be ‘carefully and ‘promptly removed. 

XVII —JProhibited Articles.—It is strictly prohibited to` 
patients to use tobacco in any form, while under the care of 
this Institution, unless by express permission from the Medical 
Superintendent. It is.a filthy habit, and experience has satis- 
factorily shown that it is injurious to most persons, and to 
muny, excessively so. 

No patient is to have in his possession any razor, knife, or - 
other article that, in his own hands, or the hands of others, 

might be used as a dangerous weapon. 

Patients are not to receive or forward any letters, parcels, or 
packages of any kind, without the knowledge and approbation 
of the Physician. 

XVIIIL.—Z2a&ent's Clothing.—The clothing of every new 
patient is to be examined at the earliest opportunity after ad- 
mission, to ascertain whether there are knives, weapons of any 
kind, money, tobacco, or any forbidden articles, upon his per- 
son. If any are found, they are to be promptly given to the 
Steward. for safe keeping. ` 

The clothing of a patient is not to be taken into a ward until 
it has been examined, and a list of articles, taken by the Stew- 
ard or Matron. 

All new clothing sent to a patient should pass through the 

same hands, and "be registered in the same way, before it is 

used. No unmarked clothes should go to wash, or be used by 
a patient. 

The attendants will carefully see that patients change their 
clothes regularly, and all reasonable requests, in reference to 
changing clothes, are to be gratified. 

Soiled clothes are never to be allowed to remain in a patient’s 
room, but are at once to be put among those to be sent to the 
wash-house. 

The clothing of patients is to be kept neat and clean, and 
well brushed, atall times. If buttons are found to be missing, 
or holes are seen in a garment, it is to be taken, at once, to the 
seamstress, to be repaired. If suspenders, or other necessary 
articles in the wards are found wanting, they are fo be asked 
for till they are furnished, 

Shoes are to be kept tied, stockings gartered, clothing but- 
toned or fastened, at all hours, and on ail patients. 

When patients wet their clothing, they are to be changed as 
often as may be necessary to make them dry and comfortable, 
even if every hour, The wet part of their clothing may be 
dipped in hot water and dried, but it is not to be returned to 
the. ward without undergoing this process. 

Pains are to be taken to induce patients to be neat in their 
dress, and wear slippers when within doors, and in wet weather 
to change their shoes after walking out. 

. XIX. Visiting between Wards.—As the duties of each at- 
tendant are confined almost exclusively to a single ward, they 
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- can have but rare calls in any other, unless specially directed 


by the proper authority to go there. 

In going to and from the centre building, they will avoid 
passing through wards not necessary in their way. 

Patients, too, are not to visit from ward to ward, without 
permission from one of the Physicians, and no patient is to 
be transferred from one ward to another, except by special 
direction of the Physician, unless some high excitement 
may induce the Assistant Physician to change a patient tem- 
porarily.’ 

XX. Leave of Absence —-To those who perform their duties 
faithfully, itis wished to allow as much relaxation and as 
much absence as is consistent with the kind of services 
required, and the welfare of the patients will permit; but 
whenever the absence of the attendants is deemed likely to be 
prejudicial to the patients, they are expected to remain at their 
posts. 

Leave of absence is granted only by the Physician. If he is 
absent niore than an entire day, the Assistant Physician js to 
be applied to, but not otherwise, except under extreme cir- 
cumstances. 

The usual time for absence will be from half- -past one P. M., 
or after the patients’ and attendants’ dinner is entirely finished, 
till the ordinary hour of return in the evening. 

Promptness in returning at the hour up to which the lenge 
of absence was given is ‘always to be carefully observed, If 
unforseen circumstances positively prevent this for any length 
of time, word should be sent to the Asylum. 

Withont special permission, no one is to leave the premises 
at any time, or for any purpose, unless in walking with patients, 
till after the patients begin to retire, at eight P. a. They will 
be careful always to be inside the inclosure at half past nine, 
and in their chambers at a quarter before ten. In returning 
to their rooms in the evening care must be taken to avoid dis- 
turbing those who have retired, either by the noise of walking 
or loud conversation. 

An attendaut should not leave his charge durin g the day, 
for any purpose, without the consent of one of the officers. 

Permission should always be obtained to leave the ward 
before going out of it to see any visitor, and the absence 
should be short; and visitors are never to be taken through 
the house or erounds without permission. 

On the Sabath, leave of absence is always supposed to be 
for the purpose of attending Divine worship. If granted for 
the morning the attendants are expected to return before 
dinner; if in the afternoon, (leaving after dinner is fully over, 
not before l} P. m.) to return by the ordinary hour in tho 
evening. 

They are never, on any occasion, to lend their keys to any 
person, and especially not to a patient; without directions to 
that effect from the Physician. 
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When attendants are absent from their duties for any length 
of time, on their own private business or for pleasure, they. 
will have the loss of time deducted on the settlement of their 
accounts, at the discretion of the Physician. 

Attendants and others employed in the house are not to visit 
the friends of the patients, unless requested to do so by the 
Physician. ~ 

^ XXI. Notice to Leave and Discharge. —W henever any one 
employed wishes to give up his situation, he is only required 
to give two weeks notice of his intention. 

Whenever the Institution wishes to dispense with the 
services of any one, the same notice will be given, or payment 
for that period, at the discretion of the Physician. 

Whenever any one is discharged, however, for any violation 
of rules, or improper conduct, no such notice will be given, nor 
payment made but up to the time of discharge. 

As many very worthy and well intentioned persons do not 
possess the natural qnalifications to make them valuable in the 
eare of the insane, the officers of the Institution, in all their 
engagemerts, expressly reserve the right, at any time, to dis- 
pense with the services of any one, by giving two week's notice, 
or by paying for that period, and this with or without assign- 
ing their reasons therefor. It can never be considered a mark 
of disrespect, when an individual is not likely to gain credit or 
give satisfaction in a station, to give him an opportunity to 
embrace another pursuit calculated to advance his own interest. 


DUTIES OF WATCHMAN AND WATCHWOMAN. 


The wa.chman will commence his rounds at half-past nine 
o'clock, at which hour he will call at the Physician's office for 
directions for the night. He will keep moving about, from 
ward to ward, during the entire night, and wiil visit every part 
of the house ( except that occupied by the femaie patients), at 
at least every hour, frequently passing on the outside of the 
hospital, and noticing the outbuildings. 

He must be kind, gentle, and soothing in his manner to the 
patients, and take.every means in his power to tranquilize those 
who are excited, and to allay the fears and apprehensions of 
the timid. . He will see that they are promptly supplied with 
water, when it is asked for, and that all their little reasonable 
wants are attended to. He will be careful to make as little 
noise as possible, in walking about, and always speak to patients 
in alowtoneof voice, He will notice, particularly, all unusual 
sounds in the patients' rooms, and ascertain their cause, or 
give prompt notice to the proper attendant. / 

When thére are sick in the wards, he will pay them frequent 
visits—attend to all their wants, and, if required, administer 
their medicine. 

He will report to the Physician all irregularities, every in- 
stance of neglect, and all violations of rules, that may come 
under his notice, in any part of the house, or on the premises— 
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and enter upon the office book any remarks he may have to - 


make upon the occurrences of the night. 


Should he discover fire in any part of the hospital or out- 


buildings, if it is not in his power, at once, to extinguish it, he 
willimmediately give notice to the officers, and then to the 
attendants, but never raise a general alarm. 

He is to ring the bell at the prescribed hour, and perform 
such other duties'as may be assigned him. 

The atiendants being up, and in charge of the wards, at six 
o'clock A. M., his duties cease till one P. M.; after which his time 
is at the command of the Institution till sunset, from which hour 
he is relieved till half-past nine P. M. i 

The duties of the Watchwoman are confined to the wards occu- 
pied by female patients, in which she will spend the night, and 
be governed by the same rules-as the Watchman. 

Both will be careful to perform their responsible trusts with 
the strictest fidelity—to be constantly vigilant, and never to 
sleep while on duty. Any suspicion of a want of fidelity in these 
officers, must naturally disqualify them for their stations. Indi- 
viduals failing to perform their whole duty, from fear or any 
other case, will not be retained in either of these stations. 
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ADMISSION AND DISCHARGE 


OF PATIENTS. 


AN ACT To AMEND THE LAW REGULATING THE ADMISSION OF 
PATIENTS INTO, AND THEIR DISCHARGE FROM THE STATE 
LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, That all laws heretofore in force providing for the 
admission of patients into the State Lunatic Asylum, upon the 
mere certificate of a physician, be, and the same are hereby re- 
pealed, and that in lieu thereof a certificate sworn to by two 
physicians, before some officer authorized by law to administer 
oaths, and a certificate of whose official character shall be ap- 
pended to said physicians’ sworn certificate, under the seal of 
some court of record, shall in all cases be required ; and such 
physicians’ sworn certificate shall contain or be accompanied by a 
brief aud comprehensive history and description of the case, so 
far as may be known or ascertained upon reliable information by 
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said physician, including the duration of disease, symptoms, 
character and habits of the patient to whom their certificate: 
applies; that the law now in force regulating the admission of © 
patients to said Asylum, under proceedings de lunatico inqut- 
rendo, be, and the same is hereby so amended that all such appli- 
cations shall also, 1n like manner, be accompanied by a like his. 
tory and description of the case of each patient proposed for ad- 
mission, and shall be made upon the best available authority or 
information; and that in all such applications, whether upon the 
sworn certificates of physicians aforesaid, or upon proceedings 
de lunatico inquirendo, the application and the history of the 
case aforesaid, shall first be forwarded to the Superintendent and 
Board of Trustees of said Asylum for their consideration. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
Superintendent and Board of Trustees to consider each and every 
application, and the history and description of the patient in 
whose behalf the same may be made, and to exercise a sound 
discretion in their admission, it being the true extent [intent] of 
this Act to provide for the care and treatment of all insane per- 
sons so far as the accommodations of the Asylum will allow, and 
in ease all such patients cannot be admitted, to give preference to 
cases of acute, violent and curable insanity, rather than to 
chronic, homeless [harmless] and incurable cases. 

Src. 3. Be it further enacted, That in furtherance of the 
object of this Act it shall be the duty of said Superintendent and 
Board of Trustees to give one months’s notice to the parents, 
guardians, relatives, or friends of such of the present inmates of 
said Asylum, and such as may be hereafter admitted as are 
chronic, harmless and incurable, and are known to have any such 
parents, guardians, relatives or friends, and if no such parents, 
guardians, relatives, or friends are known, or, if being notified, 
as aforesaid, they shall neglect or fail to take such patients away 
within a reasonable time, said Superintendent and Trustees shall 
notify the President of the Board of Supervisors of the county 
from which said patient was brought to said Asylum, and the 
President aforesaid shall issue his order to the Sheriff of his 
county, directing him to return said patient to such county, and the 
relatives aforesaid, if any within the degrees provided by law in such 
cases, shall be charged with the care, custody, and maintenance 
of sdid patient, if able and responsible therefor; ‘but otherwise, 
such patient shall be provided tor by the county as a pauper, and 
the expenses of returning such patients to the county shall be 
paid by the relatives aforesaid, if responsible'as aforesaid, and 
otherwise out of the county ** poor fund.” / 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That on an application on behalf 
of a person for his or her admission into the Asylum, the Super- 
intendent and Board of Trustees, if they think that he or she ought 
to be admitted, may receive him or her as a patient therein, if the 
person making the application shall execute and deliver an obliga- 
tion with sufficient security, payable to the Trustees of the Asylum, 
for the payment of such sums of money as may be agreed on 
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.between them, for the maintenance and care of such lunatic, 
while in the Asylum, and for his or her removal thereto or there- 
from, when necessary, and the Board of Trustees are-directed to 
require the friends of the inmates at present at the Asylum, to 
comply with the terms of this Act; provided, that the property, 
by law exempt from execution and sale, shall also be free from 
the charge of maintaining such lunatic or insane person, while 
confined in such Asylum. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That any person, being a 
lunatic, and a resident of the State of Mississippi, and being 
[having] or owning no real estate wherewith to pay his or her 
expenses, shall be admitteed into the Asylum free of charge; 
provided, a certificate of some Judge or Justice of the Peace be 
produced that sufficient proof, by affidavit, has been made before 
him, that such lunatic has no visible means to defray his or her 
expenses, and the necessary expenses of removing such lunatic to 

‘and from said Asylum shall be paid out of the Treasury of the 
county from which they may be sent. ı : 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That this Act shall take effect 
and be in force from and after its passage.
